The ſeven hillswhereon ſhe ſtood, RENT 7 
and now partly ſomewhere ſtands (for - Hills. « 
they are all contained within the vaſt | 
bounds of the old walls, which as yet environeth the 
Town) are theſe, Palatino,C apitolona, YViminale, Aventino, 
Eſquiline, Celjo, and Quiraneno., Which certainly do 
demonſtrate the whore of Babylon, ſitting on the beaſt 
with ſeven -heads, and cannot' be anderſtood but of 
Komz, being builded on theſe ſeven hills: having a 
correſpondence to feven Kings who reigned there z 
and alſo acknowledging ſeven feveral Rulers, Kings, 
Conſuls, Decemviri, Tribunes, Diftators, Emperors, and 
now Popes.

Continuing our Navi- 
gation, we entred into the Sea, Jonium, and failed a- 
long the Coaft of Epire, which was the famous King- 
dom of the Epirotes, and the firft beginning of. Greece. 
Epirus is environed on the South with the Sea [10nian; 
on the Eaſt with Macedon; on the Welt North-weſt, 
with bara ; and on the North with a part of Reſcia, 
and the huge Hill Hemws : Of which Mountain, Stra- 
foricus was wont to fay, that for cight months in the 
year it was exceeding cold, and for the other fouy 
it was Winter: This long Mountain divideth. alſo 
Greece from Myſsa, called vulgarly Ralgaria, lying on 
the North of Hemus, -and tothe South of Danubio, e- 
yen Ealtward to the Euxine Sea ; Which River parteth

| TNC Arcadan Alpes, whicn divide eAto!1ta and A- 
c.1+4;24, the Eaſt-moſt regions of it, from Sparta, 
Tif:y, and the old AMirmidons Country of Macedon, 
amounteth to four hundred and eighty miles. lying a- 
long by the Sea-fide, whoſe breadth extendeth all the 
way long North-ward to the Hill Hemnus, above fix- 
ty eight miles. The chief Town of Epyre, where the 
Kj6gs had their reſidence, was called Ambracta, modern- 
ty Laerto, named of a River running by. it: And upon 
the ſixth day after our departdre from Ragſa we arri- 
ved at Corfi. 
 Corfss is an Iſland, no leſs beautiful, 
then invincible : It heth in the Sea /ortarn, TheTfle Corfu.

vernours Yeretiars ; This lile was, much honoured by 
Hamer, for the pleaſant Gardens of A'cino, which 
were in his time. This Alcino was that Corcyrian Po- 
et, who ſo benignly received Vlyſſes after his Ship- 
wrack, and of whom Ovid ſaid, :

This Ifle was given to the Yenerz.x's by the Corficans, 
Anno 1382, becanſe they were expoſed to all the 1nju-, 
ries of the world : It lieth like to a half moon, or half 
a Circle Eaſt and North : The Eaſtern Cape is called 
Lenchino, the other North-ward, St. Katerma ; the fe- 
cond Town whereof is called Pagleopol; :. It is of clr- 
cult one hundred and twenty, in length fifty two, and 
thirty ſeven in breadth, and fourteen miles diſtant 
from Epzre. The City Corfu, from which the Iſle hath 
the name, is ſitnate at the foot of a Mountain; where-" 
upon are builded two ſtrong Fortreſſes, and invironed 
with a natural Rock; The one is called Fortez24 Nev, 
Fat \ R | : and 
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and the cther Forrewze Veeciziat They are well go- 
verned, and circumipettly kept, leaſt by the inſtiga- 
tion-of the one Captain, the cther 'ſhonld commit a- 
ny trealonable effect : And for the ſame purpoſe, the 
Goyernours of both Caſtles, at their Election, befare 
the Senators. of Fiice are ſworn; neitter privately, 
BOY o2enly to have mutual Conference; nor to write 
one to another, tor the ſnace of two years, which 1s 
the. tine of their Government. Theſe Caſtles are in- 
acccihhic, and urconqueradie, if that the Keepers be 
Loyal, and provided with natural and 
martial Turnture. They are vulgarly 
caſted te Forts of Ciriſtenacom, by the 
Grecks ; but more juſtly, Toe ftrexeth of Fence, for 
if theis Caitles were taken by the Tzris, or by the 
Spazzara, who would as gladly have them, the Trade 
of the Venetian Merchants would be of none account; 
yea, the very means to overthrow Fence it iclf. 
Corfu, formerly Corcyra, was by ſome called Pheacta, 
ſo denominate from a Virgin of that name, who was 
here ſuppoſed to have beea deftowred by MWeptare.

renowned for the birth of Laertt*'s Son, Ulyſſes. .

For lihon's ſake, with Dardan 5/234 attir dy 
Whoſe w1:den Zorfe the Trojan Temples fir'd- 
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On onr teft hand toward the Main, weſaw an Iſland, 
called Saint Mauxre,formerly Lexcas; or Leacada; which 
is only inhabited by Jews, to whom Bajazer the ſecond 
gave it in poſſeſſion, after their expulton from Span : 
"The chief City is Saint Afaxre, whiche not long ago 
was ſabjeQt to Yezice. This Ifle Saint Aavre was anci- 
ently contiguate with the contineat, hut now rent aſun- 
der, and inrironed wirk the Sca : In this mean while of 
our Navigable paſſage, the Captain of the Veſlel efpied 
a Sail coming from Sca, he preſently being moved 
therewith, ſent a Marriner to the top, who certified 
him ſhe was a Tart Galley of Biſcrra, proſecuting 
a ſtraight courſe to invade our Bark.

Authors Cephalonia, of Cephalo, who was 
Captain of the Army of C Col Anfrittion. COIIOE 
The which Anfrirtion, a Theban Captain 
having conquered the Iſland, and flain in Battel Prere- 
lays King of Teleboas, for ſo then was tne Ifland called,

Now as concerning the Government of Greece,termed 
by the Turks, Rum Il;, that is, the Roman 
Country : It is ruled by a Beglerbeg, or 
Baſſa ;, this word, Beglerbeg,imports Lord 
of Lords, in regard of the Sanzacks, or | 
them, who alſoare termed Lords ; which is a barbarous 
pride in an ambitious ſtile : This Beglerbeg of Greece, Te- 
taineth his reſidenceat Sophia, the Herropole of Bulgaria, 
formerly Dacia, and is the greateſt Commander of all 
other Baſſes in the Turkiſh Provinces of Europe. 

All other Beglerbegs are changed every third year, 
or continued according to the Imperial pleaſure, nel- 
ther may they return. from their ſtation during this 
time.

cut forth of a Rock, whereunto the Corps of the meſt 
men in' Carre, | are carried and interred. Which dead 
Bodies remain always unputrefied , neither yield they a 
ſtinking ſmell: Whereof experiments are plentiful at 


\ this day, by the whole Bodies, Hands, or other Parts, 
- which by Merchants are now brought from thence, and 
doth make the Mummia which. Apothecaries uſe: The 


Colour being very black, and the Fleth clung unto the 
Bones. 

Now having viewed and reviewed this 
Aſicrocoſmrs of the greater Warid, the 
four French Pilgrims and I did hire a 7any- 
z4ry tO onde us to the great Pyramids, ſurnamed. the 
World's wonders; :Wwhich are diſtant from Carre about 
four Leagues,ſtanding'beſide or near to the banks of Nz- 
ls : Where, when come, I beheld their Proportion to 
be Quadrangled, growing ſmaller and ſmaller to the top, 
and buildeU with huge and large Srones, the moſt part 
whereof are five foot broad, or thereabouts, and nine in 
length, being of pure Marble. | 

All the Hiſtorians that ever wrote of theſe Wonders, 
have not ſo amply recited their admirable greatneſs, as - 
the Experience of the Beholder may teſtihe their excel- ' 
ſive Greatneſs and Height. The firſt and Eaſtmoſt we 
appreached unto, is higheſt, and by our. Dragomar's 
Skilful Report, amounted to eleven hundred and twenty 
lixfoot. The Baſis, or bottom whereof, being twelve 
hundred paces 18 Circuit, allowing every Square of the 
four Faces three hundred paces, and every pace two foot. 
and a half.. Every Pyramid, havieg outwardly to-aſcend 
upon 7 though now for the mof part demoliſhed ) three 
hundred fourſcore and nine ſteps or degrecs ; each de- 
pree being three foot high, and two: foot and ahalf 
broad. By which Computation, they amount in ws (4 | 


to the aforeſaid Relation, allowing to every Foot twelve 
Inches.

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Inches. At laft having aſcended upon - the South-ſide * 
of this greateſt Pyramid to the Top, and that with great” 
difficulty, becauſe of the broken degrees here and there: 
I was much raviſhed, to ſee ſuch a large . four-ſquared ' 
Plat-form, all of one entire Stane, which covered the 
Head ; each Square extending to ſeventeen foot of my 
meaſure, : -N 
It is yet 2 great marvel to me, by what Engine, they 
could bring ir up fo fife to ſuch a height: But as | con- 
ceive it, they behoovyed certainly ſtill to raiſe it,and take / 
it with them as they advanced the Work, otlierwiſe the 
Wit nor Power of man could never have done it. Tru 
Iy the more I btheld this trange Work, the more I-was 
ſtricken in admiration : For before we aſcended, or 
came near to this.Pyremid, the Top of it ſeemed as ſharp 
as a Pointed Diamond ; but when we were mounted - 
thereon, we found it fo Jarge, that in-my Opinion, it 
would have contained a hundred Men. | 
In the bottom whereof we found a great Cell, and 
| within that through a ſtraight and, narrow 
The ue paſſage, x four-angled Room ; wherein 
_ there was ſtanding the Relicks of a huge 
_* .._ and ancient Tomb, where belike he that 
was the firſt Founder of this Pyramid was incloſed. From 
the Top of this Pyramid, our Janizary did ſhoot an 
_ arrow in the Air with all his force, thinking thereby it 
Mould have fallen to the ground; but as we deſcended 
downwards, we found the Arrow lying upon the ſteps, 
ſcarce half way to the ground : From this, we came | 
- to the middle Pyramid, which afar off looked ſome- 
what higher than the other two; but when we came to 
the Root thereof, we found it not ſo; forthe Stone- 
work is a great deal lower, but the advancement of the 
height, is only becauſe-of a high Ground whereon it

It is of the ſame Faſhion of the firſt, but hath no de- | 
grees to aſcend upon, neither hath the third Pyrami |

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yatall; being by antiquity of time, all worn and de- 
moliſhed, yet an admirable work, to behold ſuch Maſles, 
"and (as it wete ) erected Mountains all of fine Marble. 
- The reaſon why they were firſt founded, is by many anci- 
ent Authors ſo diverſly conjectured, that I will nor med- 
Ule therewith. T key were firſt called Pharaoxes. | 
Yet the firſt and greateſt is ſaid to have been builded 
by Cheeps, . who, in this work imployed a hundred thoy- 
nd Men, the fpace of twenty years : In which time, 
the Charges of Garlick,Roots,and Onions only, came te 
fixteen buftdred taleats of Sitver ; the Baſis

It is.recorded by Foſephms, and p,,,v;4 
conjectured by many good Witneſies , 
that the Bricks which the Children of -1/-ae! were infor- 
ced to make, were partly imployed about the infides of 
theſe Pyramids, whole ontlides were adorned with Mar- 
blez neither can 1 forget the Drift of that Effteminate 
Cheops, who, in the end wanting Money, did proſtitute 
his Daughter to all Comers 3 by which deteſtable meats 
he finiſhed his Building ; and ſhe, beſides the Money due 
uato her unnatural Father, deſired for her lelif of every 
Man thathad the uſe of her Body, one Stone, of whom 
ſhe got ſo many, that with them {he builded the ſecond 
Pyramid, almoſt equal to the firſt. Belides theſe three 
huce ones, there are a number of ſmaller, whereof ſome 
were tranſported to Rme, in the time of her ſupreatn 
Dominagon. = | 
Between the biggeſt Pyramid and. N:1us, I ſaw a Co- 
loſe, or Head of an Idol, of a wonderfut greatneſs; all 
being of one Marble-Stone, erected on a round Rock: 
It is of height ( not reckoning the Column) above eight 
hundred and fifteen foot, and of circuit fixty eight. Pli- 
ny gave itthe Name Sphingo, andreported much mate of 
the Bigneſs, Largenefs, and Length of it : But howfo-

( on the Bank of Nilus ) where a Crocodile was killed the 
year before, by the ingenious policy of a Fenetian Mer:

whereof for bigneſs and length, was never ſeen in that 
River, whoſe Body was twenty two foot long, and in 
compaſs of the Shoulders, eight foot ; who thus was ſlain, 
This Beaſt, for four years together, kept always about 
one Place of the River, being ſeyen miles above Carre; 
where, for a Mile of Ground, there was no Tillage nor 
Paſtorage, b:ing for fear of him laid waſte; and never- ! 
theleſs he had devoured about forty fix perſons : His 
Cuſtom was, to come forth of the River eyery Morning, 
abeut our eighth hour ; where, here and there he would- 
lurk, waiting for his prey till Ten ; for longer from wa- 
ter he could not ſtay. : 
This Venetian leaving his Ship at Alexandria, and com- 
ing to Caire, was informed by the Conſul,

Now as the Water growerh in the River, and fo-from
